But 
England is quite competent to remove 
the difficulty. If there is “enough of. 
corn and wheat and oil” in the world to 
feed all the creatures:in it, England will 
take care that the Zulus, if they are 
henceforward to be-our subjecta, will not 
lack that due share which is required to 
keep them alive, She hag battled nobly 
with greater “ visitations of Providence” 
than a scarcity of food in Zululand, and 
we may safety. predict that she will come 
out of this critical situation with as 
much credit to herself as.she has emerged 
with from graver trials, say ‘for instance 
the Madras Famine, in connection with 
which the behaviour of all the English- 
speaking peoples of the world was simply 
beyond compare, ‘This complete and 
now doubly assured settlement of te 
South African difficulty is another bold, 
gaudy feather in the jaunty and already 
well- plumed bonnet of:Sir Garnet, Wolse- 
ley, who has been called “the one capable 
man of the British Army.” Probably 
the Colonial feeling which was so strong 
againet him will turn rapidly and now ran 
strongly in his favour for the pure and 
simple reason that his plan hes been 
successful, “He ordered the suspension 
of farther hostilities against Secocwui, 
believing it politic, pending the settle- 
ment! ‘of Zulu. affairs, to give that 
chief the : least’ possible reason’ for 
sympathy. with Cetewayo,. who, it was 
‘believed, hoped to join that Chief. Sir 
‘Garnet's action, which accorded. with -the 
spirit of the Secretary ‘of State's minate 
with. regard to fres 
natives, showed, it was remarked at the 
time, his anxiety not to complicate the 
Zalu situation by other complications ; 
and. there can be no‘ doubt that he. bas 
left the state of affairs much. more likely 
to bé easily dealt: with than had he car-. 
ried on that week or two's attack which 
it was so confidently. hoped would have 
brought Secoceni. to reason.  -

’S1n,—Your correspondent of yesterday, 
who makes a suggestion about mails for 
the Sandwich Islands, is perhaps not-aware 
that correspondence so addreased is for-" 
warded by every United States Packet via 
San Francisco, and probably takes from 
40.to 45 days to reach its destination. 

Ldoubt if even a direct sailing ship would 
afford a better opportunity, because when- 
ever euch a ship has beon advertised to 
carry a mail, scarcely 4 letter has been 
posted. It must be remembered also that 
a sailing ship might lie for a week or ten 
days at Whampoa after tho date fixed by 
her agents a3 the last safe day for sending 
up the mails. 

Still, if your correspondent, who pro- 
bably has some practical knowledge of the 
route, cares to communicate with me on 
the subject, I shall be happy. to look into 
the question, I hope he will excuee my 
suggesting that he might have adopted this 
courae in the first instance.

REGARDING SHORT DELIVERY OF 
CARGO, 


. Mo the Editor of the ‘ Onrya Mai.” 
Sept. 10th, 
-Sin,—It is a general rale in British ves- 
sels in taking in cargo, more especially in 
London, that either the mate or tally-clerk 
(sent from the office) receives and signs-for 
all cargo received on board the vessel. 
Measurement or weight are generally taken, 
or in some cases, the number of packages 
(weight unknown), which seems to have 
heen the case in the Agnes Bur. The 
master of a vessel has no right whatever to 
sell sweepings or auy other thing belonging 
to his vessel. “The only time a master 
of a vessel has ‘a right to dispose of cs 
thing belonging to his vessel is when he 
has engaged a full cargo and requires all 
the room he can possibly get in his vessel, 
or when putting in port for repair or 
provisions. And then he does it for the 
benefit of his owners. The master can 
order the mate at any time to sell anything 
he thinks proper for the benefit of the
